I, An insoriptien engraved on a piece of white rock l\ing in a 
hill pass about a mile and a half from Khandela in the 
Shekhavahi distiiet of the Jtupuv State. The characters of 
ihe inscript'oa are exactly similar to those of Asoki 
inscriptions, hence the date of the inscription may be 
assigned to the third eeutu’y B. C. Its right hand portion 
being lost, the exact meaning of its contents cannot be 
known with precision, but it 6een:s that somebody was 
killed by Mula with a poisoned aiTow and his memorial 
was set up by Jlabisa, one of bis pnpils. 

II. An inscription engraved on a slab lying in the bouse of a 
Mabaiaua at Khandela in Sbekhavart. It is dated .... 
blight half of Chaitra, samvat 70l ^644 A. 1).). The 
iuscriptum is in verse, the lower right band portion ia 
dt faced. TLe summary of its contents is as follows ; — 

After invoking the protecticn of tl e god Ardhana'isvara Siva, 
the inscripiiou records that in the world-known 
Dbusara family of Vanika (Taisya, Bania) caste was born 
Dnrgavardbana, who satisfied multitude of Brahaianas 
with bis wealth. His son was Gaiigaka, whose son was 
j’oddha. His (BoddLaT) sou was Adityanaga, who 
erected the temple of the god Ardbanarisvara. It is then 
said that the prasasti was composed by Diksbita Bbatta 
Sutyagbosha and engraved by Mandana. 

Tue Dliusara f.imily referred to above is still well-known in 
r.ajpr.tana. At pie,=cnt men of Dl.usara family call 
ilieiic-elxe? Bhnigava Jb-ahnianas, hue our inscription 
...early strtes that in the seventh ceutuiy A. D., 



T)'husara family belonged to the Vaisya (Bania) eassie. 
In the in^^cription No. 4 (6; I mentioned in the Annual 
Report of this Museum for the year 1933-34, Maiidana, 
the son of Rama and giandson of Yasovardbana belonging 
to the Dhusara fannly is called SreshtH, i.e., Sett a or 
n'crchant. The title SresLthi mentioned in the inscription 
is Only aj plied to the Bania caste. 

III. An inscription engraved on a memorial .stone lying m the 

compound of >, a ^lasjid (mo.sque) at Revtisa in 
Shekha\ati. It is dated M'’edne.sday the llih day cf 
the bii-hf^ half of Alarga (Mai'gasu’.sha), samvat 
13i3 (llbG A D.). It records that during the 
reign of Rajendra Prithvipaladeva, Chandela Xannava, fi''n 
of Sigbaraja (Siridiaraja) of the lunar familv was killed 
at the village of Kbaluvana belonging to the Cbaudela 
Tratifjanaki (Pargani or di.strict). The memorial was 
set up by Jasaraka. 

IV. Another inscription engraved on a memorial s'-one lying in the 

compound of tlie mt'sijue mentioned in No. ill above. 
The date of thi.s inscription is the .same as of Xo. Ill (the 
figure for 1' o is omitted in thus record;. It records that 
during the leign of Kajendra Brithviprd icleva, Chamlela 
Dulabhadeva (Durlalhadeva) ot the lunar family was 
killed at the village Kbaluvana belnngii.g to the Chandela 
'Pmtiganaka (Pargan.a or distrivt). The memorial was 
establi.shed by A^ala. 

V. Another inscription engraved on a memoriil stone lying in the 

eomnound mentioned in Xo. Ill above. It is in mutilated 
condition. The date of this in=cuption is also the .same ns 
that of inscription Xo. Ill above (the figure for 100 in 
this case a’so has leen omitted,. It recoids that 
Chandela Singhara (Siniharaja) belonging to the lunar 
family was killed at Kbaluvana. 

These thre.> inscriptions (Xos. Ill, IV and I”' r.i’ the Chandela 
family are found for the first time in R-. jniit ina and tiie 
distriet Called Chandela was un.ci'iowri beff re the 
di.scovery of these inscriptions. These Chan<lelas 


were 
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subi->r4inate chiefs of the famous Chauhana king Prithvlraja 
of Ajmer and were killed in some battle. Kajcndra 
PrilhvTpaladeva was evideiitly the famous Chauhaiia king 
Prithvivaja of Ajmer. 

YI. An inscription engraved on a memorial pillar lying near 
Ilaia.sba temple on the Haras hill, about ten miles from 
Sikar. It is dated Friday the lUtb day of the bright half 
of Cbaitra, Samvat 1318 (l~6l A. D.) and records that 

Va son of Dulha, belonging to the family of Sadbu 

died there.

^Vll. All inscription engraved on the back of a brass image of 
Sautiuafha in the b-mple of Adesvara at Sirohi. It is dated 
jMonday the 1 jth day of the bright half of Vaisakha, Samvat

of Sfuitiiiatlia Was set up by Khimfi and Visa for the 
spiritual welfare of their brother Devasiha (Uevasirnha) and 
his wife I'anti. The image was consecrated by Abhiya* 
devasCiri. 

,V]II, An inscription engraved on the back of a brass image of 
Sautiniitbii in the temple mentioned in No. VII. It is dated 
Sunday the 6th day of the bright half of Magha, Samvat 
1 169 (1412 A. D.) and recoids that Sreshthi "I'akbada, his 
wife Rnpade, their sons Vaira, Dharma, Palha, KLeta and 
Golha belonging to Korantaka-gachchba and tJpakesa caste 
set up the image for the spiritual welfare of ^ akhada. The 
^ image was consecrated by Naunasuri. 

IX. An inscription engraved on a pillar in the temple of Hniasba 
natha on the Haras hill in Shekhavan. It is dated the 6tli 
day of the bright half Asbadha, S.mivat IS^'O (1478 A. D.) 
and records that during the reign of Sultan Ghyasdi 
Ghayasuddin Khilji of Mandu) Udha and KolLa, sons of 
I'hampa, belonging to the iSIori caste, anc(^ Hola son of 
Para.-.a came here to p ly homage to the diety.

Thereupon 
Maharana Rajasiiiiha of Udayapur sent an army in

2. Management . — During the year under report C. H. Gidney, Esq., 
C.I.E., I.C.S., Commi-ssioner, Ajmer-Merwara, held the office of the 
President of the Working Committee of the Rajputana iluseum, Ajmer- 
A meeting of the Working Committee was held in October 193o. 

3. Tour.— During the year under report I remained 17 days on tour 
and travelled 480 miles by rail and 306 miles by road. I visited Jai- 
sugar, Joshi, Eamakund, Chundhi, Lodrava, Barabagh, Devikot, Vinzo- 
lai and Jaisalmer in the Jaisahner State. 

During the ensuing year I propose to tour in the Jaipur, Udaipur^ 
Bikaner, Sirohi, Dungarpur and Banswara. States.

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4. (6) Inscriptions copied. — I. An inscription engraved on a Oomr- 
dhana about two miles from Lodrava in the Jaisalmer State. It is dated 
the 15th day of the bright half of Jyeshtha, Samva (Samvat) 970 (913 
A. D.) and records that Bhadruka, son of Ramadhara, bom in the 
Kshatriya family, set up the Govardhana with great devotion. 

Govardhana is a four-sided piUar having on the upper portion of its 
four sides the images of four gods, viz., Brahma, Vishnu, Siva and Surya 
one on each. In the Jaisalmer State it is set up either to perpetual* 
the memory of some deceased person or in connection with the cons- 
truction of a tank or temple. 

II. A fragment of a large prasasti found on the western side of the 
village Ghotarsi (Ghontavarshika) about seven miles from Partabgarh 
in Rajputana. The characters of it are exactly hke those of the 
Partabgarh inscription, dated Samvat 1003 {Ep. Ind., Vol. XIi7, p, 176). 
which originally belonged to the temple of Surya at Ghotarsi. The 
fragment is of the time of Durlabharaja and records the building of a 
temple of Parsvanatha facing the south. 

Durlabharaja of this inscription was the son of Chahamana (Chauhana) 
Govindaraja and father of Indraraja. Indraraja was ahve in Samvat 
1003 and the temple of the sun built by him was in existence in Samvat 
999 (942 A. D.), as is inferred from the Partabgarh inscription. Hence 
the date of this fragment can safely be assigned to about Samvat 9t)0 
(923 A. D.). 

III. An inscription engraved on a pillar of the cenotaph of Ravat 
Bhanusimha of Deolia (Partabgarh) at Jiran in the Gwalior State. It 
is dated the 14th day of the bright half of Asvina, Samvat 1057 (15th 
September 1000 A. D.) and records that Maharagni Sarvadevi, a wife 
of Mahasamantadliipati (great feudatory) Vigrahapala bom in the family 
of Guhilaputra (Guhilot) of Xagahrada (Xagda, the old capital of 
Mewar) and daughter of Mahasamantadhipati Vasanta, belonging to 
the solar family, erected the pillar in the temple of the sun-god. 

IV. Another inscription engraved on a pillar of the cenotaph men. 
tioned in No. Ill above. It is dated Wednesday, the 8th day of the 
dark half of Bhadiapada, Samvat 1065 (2Sth July 1008 A. D.) and 
records that Maharajhi Jajjaka, a wife of Mahasamantadhipati Vigraha- 
pala, bom in the family of Guhilaputra (Guhilot) of Nagahrada and 
daughter of Mahasamantadhipati Deva-ita belonging to the sola,r 
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family of Bbarukachchha (Broach) erected the pillar in the temple of 
sun-god. The inscription adds that Mahasamantildhipati Vachchha- 
raja, the maternal grandfather [of the queen] dailj' paid homage to the 
deity. 


V. An inscription engraved on another pillar of the cenotaph men- 
tioned in Xo. Ill above. The date and the purport of this inscription are 
the same as those of Xo. III. At the end, it is said that Vairaslha and 
\'ahila daily paid homage to the deity, 

VI. An inscription engraved on tb fourth pillar of the cenotaph men- 
tioned m Xo. III. The do,tc and the purport of tliis instTi})tion also 
are the same as of Xo. III. At the end, however, it is stated that Sri- 
lakshmana, a son of Itajin Jaijaka daily j:aid homage to the deity. 

The four pillrrs of the cerotajh seem to Irave L( en removed from an old 
temple of .sun-god (tiurp-a) in the ncighl ouiliood of the eeriota()h. Kuvat 
rh'Inusijulia died in lOtil A. D. Thertiore the temjle of tin; sun-god 
must have hcen n.ore th;bii si.v hundnd tcain old and migdit have lieon 
in a ruined condition. The i.illars of the temple might h.»ve been utdized 
in ereeting the cenotaph. 

The impressions of these four hiscriiitions were received in tins 
Museum for decipherment through a friend of mine. 

VII. An inscription engraved on a memorial .stom* in fremt of the 
temple of ChamuiKlil. al out four ndles from daisalmer. It is dated the 
11th day of the bright half of Jyeshtha, Bhafika samvat .u.j-l: (loth May 
US') A. D.) aiid reccrd.s that AdivaiTiha Leloneing to the .\tri family 
went to heaven, i.e.. tlicd.

District Board, Ajmer-Merwara, as their contributions towards the 
expenses of the Rajputana Museum, Ajmer.

I have the honour to submit the Annual Report on the Working of 
the Rajputana Museum, Ajzner, for the year ending 31st March 1937. 

2. JIanagement . — During the year under report L. C. L. Griffin, Esq., 
I. C. S., Commissioner, Ajmer- Merwara, held the office of the President 
of the Working Committee of the Rajputana Museum, Ajmer. A 
meeting of the Working Committee was held in October 1936. 

3. Tour . — During the j'ear under report I remained 11 days on tour 
and travelled 351 miles by rail and 276 miles by road. I visited 
Sindrath, Meda, Mirpur, Kalandri, Madavadia, Barlut, Janval, Padiva 
Arana, Pindwara, Nandia, Kojra, Patanarayana, Rishikesh and 
Sirohi in the Sirohi State and Pisangan in the Ajmer district. 

During the ensuing year I propose to tour in the Jaipur, Udaipur 
Bikaner, Sirohi and Dungarpur States. 

4. Acquisitions . — The total number of additions to the Museum and 
the Museum library during the year was as follows ; —

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(b) I. Inscriptions copied . — ^Au insoription engraved on the pedestal 
of one of the two standing Jain images (Kayotsarga) in the Jain temple 
at Pindwara in the Sirohi State. It is dated samvat 744 (687 A. D.), 
and contains font verses in five lines. Owing to the daily washing of 
the image, nearly half portions of the second and third lines have been 
defaced. The summary of the preserved portion is as follows : — 

After the eulogy of the Jain images, it is recorded that Dronovaka 
Ya^odeva caused to be constructed the beautiful pair of Jain 
images. They were made by the architect ^I'vanaga, who was 
as skilful as Pitimaha (Brahma) in his art. 

This is the oldest Jain inscription found in Rajputana up to this 
time. 

n. An inscription engraved on the pedestal of a Jain image in the Jain 
temple at Dayanaji in the Sirohi State. It is dated the 6th day of the 
bright half of Ashadha, samvat 1024 (I6'h June 967 A. D.), and records 
that, during the reign of Krishooraja, the image of Viranatha (Maha- 
vira) was set up by Vardhamana belonging to the Veshtitaka family. 

It was made by the great artist Naraditya. 

Krishijaraia of this inscription was the Parmara ruler of Abu, who 
was the son of Aranyaraja and grandson of Utpalaraja. This is 
the oldest inscription of the Paramara rulers of Abu. 

III. An inscription engraved on the back of a brass image of 
Partvanatha in the temple of Sumatinatha at Meda in the Sirohi State. 
It is dated the 5th day of the bright half of Vai^akha, samvat 1074 
(4th April 1017 A. D.) and records that the ^ravaka Sahila set up the 
image. 

IV. An inscription engraved on the back of the image of ParSva- 
natha in the temple of Mahavira at the village of Pindwara in the 
Sirohi State. It is dated samvat 1089 (1032 A. D.), and records that 
the image was set up by Mahattama Chachcha and Sajjana, sons of 
8yamanaga, and the &avakas of Korantaka (Kotra in the Jodhpur 
State). 

— V. An insoription engraved on the back of a Pat to containing 
twenty-four images of Tirthankaras in the temple of Mahavira at the 
village of Pindwara in the Sirohi State. It is dated samvat 1151 
(1094 A. D.) and records that Sravaka Yatovardhana, son of ViMla set 
up the Fat (a. 
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VI. Second plate (First missing) of some Chanhana ruler of 
Nadol found at the village called Nanaca, about three miles from 
Bhagwanpura railway station on the B. B. and C. I. Railway. It is 
Very much defaced and at the beginning records some minor grants by 
different persons. It records the grant of the village Bhintalavada to 
Cbandalesvara and Tripurushadeva. Then it says that Maharajadhiraja 
Asaraja made some grant to some temple (portion defaced) on the 
3rd day of the dark half of Kartika, samvat 1173 (26th September 
1116 A, D.). He also granted a village called Pinchhavalli when he 
Went to see the house of Mahri Sobhika on the 10th day of the dark 
half of Pausha samvat 1171 (23rd November 1114 A. D.). Then 
it states that Maharajadhiraja Ratanapala granted something (illegible). 
Maharajaputra (prince) Sabanapala also granted something to 
Tripurushadeva on the 5th day of the dark half of Kartika, samvat 
1192 (29th September 1135 A. D.). It then adds that Maharaja 
Alhanadeva also recognizes the grant of Kika, Uma, Pocapala and 
Manasiha made to Tripurushadeva on the 5th day of the dark half of 
Bhadrapada, samvat 1205 (6th August 1148 A. B.) 

VH. First plate (Second missing) of the Chauhana ruler of Nadol 
found at the place mentioned in No. VI above. 

It gives the following account of the Chauhans of Nadol. 

In the family of Chauhana was born Lakshraapa who built a 
temple of ^iva at Nadol. His son was Sobhita whose son was Baliraja. 
He (Baliraja) was followed by Vigrahapala, whose son was 
Mahendrapala. His son was Apahilla, who was very brave 
and extended his kingdom tenfold. His son was Balaprasada. 
His younger brother "was Jendraraja, who fought at Shanderaka 
(Sanderai) on the side of Bhimadeva (the ruler of Gujarat). His 
{Jendraraja ’s) son was Prithvlpala, who defeated his enemies in the 
battle of Rohadavapika. His younger brothers were Jojaka and 
Asaraja. Asaraja killed the Turushkas (Muhammadans) when 
Prithvipala was besieged by them. When bis relatives captured the 
fortress of Mandavya (Maador), be (Asaraja) went there with his army, 
subdued his enemies and built there a tank. 

VIII. A copperplate grant (engraved on two plates) of Chaulukya 
Kumarapala of Gujarat, found in the village mentioned in 
No. VI above. It is dated Jlonday, the 5th day of the bright 
half of i^avana (Kartikadi) samvat 1212 (24th July 1156 A. D.) 
and records the grant of one dramma per day from the custom 
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bouse of Nadula (Nadol) to the temple of Lahhaneivara inside 
the temple of Tripurushadeva * built by LSkhauadevI, daughter 
of Chauhana Kuntapala. It gives the followhig genealogy of the 
Chaulukyaa of Gujarat in order of succession 

(1) Paramabhattaraka Maharajadhiraja Parame^vara the 
illustrious Mularajadeva, (2) P. M. P. Chamupdarajadeva, 
(3) P. M. P. Durlabharajadeva, (4) P. M, P. Biumadeva, 
(o) P. M. P. Karnadeva alias Trailokyamalla, (6) P. M. P. 
Jayasimhadeva alias AvantinStha, Tribhuvanaganda, 
Barbarakajishnu (i.e., conqueror of Barbaraka) and 
Siddhachakravarti (Siddharaja), (7) P. M. P. Kumara- 
paladeva, conqueror of the lord of fakambharl. The 
grant was written by Mahakshapatalika, Thakuia 
Mahadeva, son of Thakura Lakshmapa. The Dutaka of 
the grant was Mahasandhivigrahika 'J.ha (Thakura) 
Delhana. 

IX. A copperplate grant engraved on two plates, which is very 
much defaced and is of the time of Kumarapala of Gujarat and hia 
subordinate chief Alhapa of Nadol. It was also found at the place 
mentioned in No. VI above. It is dated Monday the 3rd day of the 
dark half of Pausha Samvat 1219 (26tb November 1162 A. D.) and 
records that when Maharajadhiraja Kumarapala, conqueror of the lord 
of Sakambhari was ruling at Apahilapataka, his subordinate chief Alhapa 
issued the grant. After eulogizing the reign of Kumarapala it gives, 
the following account of the Chauhans of Nadol : — 

In the Chauhana family was born Laksiunapa. His son was 
Sohi[ta]. His son was Baliraja, who was followed by Mahendra. 
Mahendra’s son was Apahila. After him came [Jendrajraja whose son 
was Asaraja. Asaraja went to Dhara by the..j3rder of lord Jayasimha 
and forced King Naravarma to take refuge in the fortress. His son 
was Alhapa, who protected the army of the lord of Gurjara after 
destroying the army of the lord of Dhara. His (Asaraja’s) maternal 
grand-father was King Dhuda of the solar family. His son was 
Vishnudvara (?). His son was Haradatta whose son was Kumarapala. 
His son Kirtipala lived at Devavardhanapura. His (Kirtipala’s) 
brother was Haripala, who defeated the armies of the Turushkas. The

brother of KumarapSla was RudrapSla. His daughter Delhaijadevi 
Was the mother of Alhapa. Alhapa’s son was Kelltaija. Alhana 
restored the village of Naiidana to the temple of Tripurushadeva. 
Here ends the original grant which was written by Khcladitya. The 
blank portion written in bolder type says that Alhapa gave Bhintala- 
Vataka to the temple of Chandalesvara and also four dramrnas per 
month to the temple of Gaurl built by his wife ^ankaradevl inside 
the temple of Chandalesvara. It further states that on Thursday, 
the 11th day of the bright half of Ashadha, samvat (Kartikadi) 1220 
(2nd July 1164 A. D.), Maharajadhiraja Alhapadeva granted some 
land in the village of Chanvodi to the tcinple of Tripurushadeva. 
This grant was written by Thakura .'srldhara under the orders of his 
lord. 

— X. An inscription engraved on the back of a brass image of Chandra- 
prabhu in the temple of Mahavira in the village of Kfilandri in the 
Sirolii State. It is dated the 13th day of the bright half of Phslguna, 
Sanivat 1228 (f)th Februar}’ 1172 A. D.) and records that ^■ttmana, son 
of Sa (Saha) Xeta set up the image. 

XI. An inscription engraved on a pillar in front of the temple of 
IMadhustidana near Girwar in the Sirohi State. It is dated Wednesday, 
the 1st day of the bright half of Bhiidrapada. Samvat 124.7 (24th 
August 1188 A. D.),and records that Mauclalika Dharavarsha ordered 
as below ; — 

“ Whoever Ehattiputras may be in the village Philini belonging 
to the hermitage of Va^i^hfha shculd j lant every year in 
the garden at Philini Kayaolianipak.i (?), Asoka (.Jonesia 
Asoka Bo.xb), Pakula (Mimusojjs Eleugi), Xarangl (The 
orange tree), Satapatrika (The white rose) and other 
trees. If they do not do so, they (Blxattiputras) will be 
punished like ehandalas by the Ranaka.s. 

Xn. An inscription engraved on the pedestal of a marble effigy 
of a person standing in front of a kite in the temple mentioned in 
hlo. X above. It is dated Monday, the 8th day the bright half 
of Phalguna, samvat 1389 (22nd February 1333 A. D.), and records 
that the effigy of the kite, which fasted to death, W'as set up by 
8reshthi Mahapa, his sons Jaggu, Vija, Suhada, Siha, Katana, 
Gangana. Kadua, Bhima and others in the temple of Mahavira in the 
village of Kaladrahi (Kalindrl). 



Xlll. All inscription engraved on the back of a brass image of 
Kuntunatha in the temple of Sumatinatha at Me^a in the Sirohi 
State. It is dated Sunday the 5th day of the dark half of Magha, 
samvat 1536 (2nd January 1480 A. D.) and records that Sa (Saha) 
Munja, hia son Sa Salha, his wife ViranT, her son N&tha and his 
family set up the image. The consecration cerehiony was performed 
by Jinaohandrasuri of Kharataragachoha. 


XIV. An inscription engraved on the back of the brass image 
of Adinatha in the temple mentioned in No. XIII above. It is dated 
Monday the 6th day of the bright half of Vai^akha, samvat (Kartikadi) 
1552 (18th April 1496 A. D.), and records that Vyh (Vyavahari) 
Bagha of the village Nandia, his t^ife SuhSsini and her son Tilha 
set up the image of Adinatha for the spiritual Welfare of his maternal 
gran.dmother. 


(xv. An inscription engraved on a slab fixed into the wall of a 
Baoli (step well) called Chakravaya at Toja Eayasimha in the 
Jaipur State. It is dated the 2nd day of the dark half of Magasara 
(Margasirsha), samvat 16C4, ^aka year 1469 ( 30th October* 1547 A. D.) 
and records that the well was built by Puiohit Chakrapani and his 
sons Kesidasa and Vishnudasa during the time of Raja^rr Ramachandra, 
son of Raja^ri Prithviraja and grandson of Rajadhiraja 6ri-Sfiryasreni. 
Chakrapani is said to be the son of Purohita Narayaija and grandson of 
Purohita Nahada. It is also recorded that at that time Patisaha 
(emperor) Asalemasahi (Salim Shah), son of Sher Shah Sur was the 
King (of Delhi) and Raija Udayasimhadeva, son of Sangramadeva 
(Sanga) was the ruler of Kumbhalagadh. The name of the mason was 
Lalu^^ 

Ramachandra of this inscription seems to be a local ruler. 


XVI. A copperplate grant from Dungarpur. It is dated the 15th 
day of the bright half of Aso (As'rina), samvat 1634 (26th September 
1577 A. D.), and records that Rayarayan Maharaula Aaakaran of 
Giripura (Dungarpur) granted the village called Hansla to Dave 
Lakhmana, Dave Vanayanga and Dave Ananta together with the 
tax called Varada, while staying at Vanesvara temple and performing 
Suvarria-bhumiddna at the time of solar echpse. 


XVII. An inscription engraved on a slab fixed in the wall of a 
Baoli at Toda Rayasimha in the Jaipur State. It is dated Sunday 
the 6th day of the bright half of Sravana samvat 1654 and Saka year 
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lol9 (10th July 1597 A. D.j and records that Raja Jagannatha belong- 
ing to the Knrma (Kachhvaha) family built the well. The consecration 
ceremony was performed by Krishnadasa, son of Brahmadasa. The 
inscription was written by Paramanandadasa, son of Joshi Bhavanidasa, 
The masons were Bhagavana, Gopala and others. 

Raja Jagannatha of this inscription was the second son of Raja 
Bharamal and younger brother of Raja Bhagavanadasa. 

XVIII. An inscription engraved on a slab fixed in the wall of a 
Baoli called Sarda Baoli at Toda Rayasimha. It is dated Thursday, 
the 2nd day of the bright half of Vaisahha (Kartihadi) samvat 1G61, 
^aka year 1526 (10th April 1605 A. D.), and records that, during the 
reign of Rajasri Jagannathadcva, Saha Sri Khet.si coimnenced the con- 
struction of the well but on account of his death Akha, his nephew 
NotsI and others completed the work of construction. 

At the beginning, in the defaced portion it seems to have been 
recorded that Sadhada Prithviraja lived at Chitor and held some high 
post under the lord of Mewar. He belonged to the Vai.<ya family and 
had three sons namel}' Khetsi, Gadadhara and Akha. 

XIX. An inscription engraved on a marble slab fixed in the wall of 
a Baoli in the village of Sindratha in the Sirohi State. It is of the time 
of Maharaya Vairlsala and is dated Monday the i3th day of the bright 
half of Magha (Ashadhadi) samvat 1736, Saka year 1601 f2nd February 
1680 A. D). It reeord.s that the well wa.s built by Sad.akiimri, the wife 
of Maharaya Akheraja (of Sirohi). The chief mason wa.s Duda, .son 
of .Sivadasa. 

The inscription also supplies the following information about the 
rulers of Sirohi : — 

There was the lord of Arbuda (Abu), the Maharajadhiraja 
Maharaya Surtanji belonging to the Devda branch of the 
Chaiihana family. His wife was Sukhuhai of the Shodia 
family. Their son was Maharaya P.aya.«imha;i His wife 
was Rambhavati of the Virapura family. Their .son was 
Maharaya Akherajaji. His wife wa.s Sadafcumri belonging 
to the Rathor family of Mudasana. Their son was Maharaya 
Udayabhanji. His wife was Ratanaknmrl of the Si-odia 
family. Their .son was Maharaya Vuirlsalji. 
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(C) Coins : — Diiring the year under report 2 gold, 34 silver, 1 
copper and 12 billon coins were added to the coin cabinet 
of the Eajputana Museum, Ajmer (Details are given in 
Appendix C). 

IP) Library ; — Books added to the Rajputana Museum library 
during the year under report are on arehaeology, antiquity 
and history (Vide Appendix D). 

5. During the year under report, in addition to the Government 
grant of Rs. 4,466-11-0, Rs. 400 were received from the 
Ajmer Municipal Committee, Rs. 150 from the Beawar 
Municipal Committee, Rs. 35 from the Kekre Municipal 
Committee, as their contributions towards the expenses 
of the Rajputana Museum. (A detailed statement of 
income and expenditure is given in Appendix E of the 
Report.)

It is dated the 7th day of the bright half of Bhadrapada, 
Samvat 1750 (1693 A. D.) and records that 50 bighas of land equivalent 
to one halavdha were granted to Misara Ghanasyama, son of Brindaban 
belonging to Dasora caste. 

XV. An inscription fixed in the wall of a well at Bikaner. It is 
dated Sunday, the 2nd day of the dark half of Ashadha, Samvat 
1756 (1700 A. D.) and records that Uchhrangde of the Shekhavat 
clan, who was the chief queen of Maharaja Anopsimha (of Bikaner) 
constructed the well.

Abstract of receipts and expenditure of the RajpvXana Museum, Ajnter, for the year 1937-38. 
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Annual Report on the working o£ the Rajputana Museum 
Ajmer, for the year ending 31st March, 1939 


1 . Management . — During the year, Mr. HaUowes, Commissioner, Ajmer- 
Merwara, held the Office of President of the Museum Working Committee. 
Mr. U. C. Bhattaeharya succeeded It. B. Mahamahoi)adhya\a Garni Shankar 
H. Ojha as Curator. A meeting of the Committee was held on the 30th 
April, 1938, to transact yearly routme work. In addition the President 
circulated the vaiious resolutions passed by the Museum Conference of 
1937 amongst members of the Working Committee and invited suggestions for 
the impiovement of the Museum. Thereafter he personally visited the Museum 
and discussed measures to be taken to create more j)ublic inteiest in the 
institution and to increase its instructional value 


2. Re-arrangement of the Museum . — The first duty which devolved upon 
the new curator was to arrange a more atti active displat' of the exhibits in 
the Museum. The object of the re-arrangement was to meet the needs of dif- 
ferent classes of visitors and to avoid over-crowding in the galleries. To provide 
room for a suitable display of typical specimens of diiferent classes of anti- 
quities of intere.st to the general public, the duplicate images and other less 
impoitant exhibits were lemoved to separate rooms to form a ” Reserve Collec- 
tion ”, which was likely to be of interest to bonafide aichacologi'ts and students 
only. The space thus made available was utilised to exhibit the following 
groups of interesting objects: — (a) pre-historic antiquities, (h) portraits of 
eminent persons of Rajputana, (c) photographs of important historical build- 
ings and antiquities, {d j ancient aims and armour and (e) a few Muhammadan 
relics and pictures. 

3. Visitors . — A visitors’ Register was started this year to ascertain the 
total number of visitors each month. From the month of August 1938, to 
March, 1939, the visitors totalled 0,121, which gives a monthly average of 802 
visitors. It is gratifying to note that the Rajputana Museum is becoming 
increasingly popular among students ; durmg the year under loyiew, it attrac- 
ted a large number of school and college parties in company with their teachers. 

Among notable visitors of the year, special mention should be made of the 
Hon’ble the Resident for Rajputana and Chief Commissioner of Ajmer- 
Merwara, the Director-General of Aichaeology in India, Madam'- -Jean Loequin 
— a famous French archaeologist, and a paity of BiitRh Public School boys. 


4. Tour .- — During the year 1938-39, the curator spent more than three weeks 
on tour and travelled 940 miles by rail and about 385 miles 1 j\' road. In the 
District of Ajmer-Merwara, he visited places of archaeologi al interest in or 
about Baghera and Pisangan, the Chaubhuja temple at Kckri, and the Bad- 
shahi mahal in the neighbouihood of Pushkar. The places visited in the 
territories of the Indian Princes include Eklingji^ Xagda, Adbhutji, Sas-bahu 
temple, Mavli and Chitorgarh in Mewar ; BhangarK rains, Xarayani, NUkantha, 

Naugaja, Alwar Fort, SalimSi^ar,'^omb of Fateh Jang, Rajgaih Fort, Baghola 

Bund and Machari in the ^war State ; AmbeiTand^hatsu in the Jaipur State.^ - ^ ^ , . 
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5. Acquisitions . — ^In the year 1938-39 many new exhibits were acquired. 
The following table shows the number of additions to the various sections of 


the Museum as well as to its library ; — 

(A) Antiquities (includiug 21 Photographs) .... 105 

(B) Inscriptions copied ........ 18 

(C) Coins .......... 35 

(D) Books for the museum library ...... 87 


(A) Antiquities . — 64 stone images and various architectural carvings 
(Museum Register Nos. 557-620) were collected from the ancient sites of Raj- 
putana ; 20 Plaster of Paris casts of pre-historic seals and sealings pertaining to 
the Indus civilization, and 21 photographs including views of ancient build- 
ings, temples etc., were acquired from various sources. The Alwar Durbar 
and the Archaeological Department of India have kindly promised to present 
a set of antiquities from Alwar and Mohenjodaro respectively. 

A complete list of the new collection under this section is included in 
Appendix A. About a dozen objects of outstanding interest, however, are 
discussed in detail in this section ; — 

(*) A sculpture consisting of a finely carved “ mother and child ” (No. 

595 ; 19" in height). The mother (‘ Ganesa-janani ’) sits at ease on a lion, 
holding her male child by the left hand. Of her various ornaments a plain 
necklace with a round locket, and a girdle secured by means of rosettes de- 
serve special notice. This piece of sculpture may be attributed to the 11th 
century A. D. It was obtained from Eaghera in Ajmer. 

{ii) An excellently executed stone image of an attendant (No. 6u4 ; Ht. 

22") holding a flv-whisk (ehamara) in the left hand. It is assignable to the 
9th century A. D. and was found at Eaghera, Ajmer. 

(Hi) Miniature female figure (No. 607). This broken sculpture is 5" 
in height. The figure wears a round ear-ornament and a plain necklace. It 
was discovered at Eaghera, Ajmer. 

(iv) Miniature stone figurine (No. 608 ; height 34") assignable to the 
mediaeval period. A covered casket is held by this figurine in two hands. 

It was found at Eaghera, Aj mer. 

(v) Door-jamb of stone belonging to the mediaeval period (No. 613 ; 
height 31"). At its lowest register a standing figure of Yama, holding a 
Khatvanga in the right hand, is carved in bold relief. Obtained from Nil- 
kantha temple, Alwar State. 

(ri) A bell-shaped capital (No. 585 ; height 114"). This and numerous 
other Hindu architectural pieces of about 12th century A. D. come from 
A.dhaidin-ka-Jhopra — a famous mosque (Plate I, c) at Ajmer. 

(rii) Varaha-Vi.shnu (No. 619 ; height 32"), assignable to the 10th century 
A. D. This boar incarnation of Vishnu was acquired from the Chaubhuja J 
temple at Kekri. Here Vishnu has the face of a boar in association with his 
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normal body. This form he assumed to raise the Earth from the Waters at 
the commencement of a cycle of creation. He is in the alidha pose, or that 
of an athlete, with his left foot jesting on a Isaga. Of the attributes held in 
four hands, only the mace and discus survive. 

(viii) Lower fragment of an image of Mahishasura-maidini (No. 599; 
size 13" X Hi"). The goddess is depicted in an alidha pose with her right leg 
on a buffalo. The enemy of the gods (Asura) who assumed the form of a 
buffalo is seized by a lion, the vehicle of the Devi. The neck of the buffalo 
is depicted as severed from the body and the fighting demon is shown as just 
emeiging. This sculpture maybe assigned to about the 10th century A.D. 
It was obtained from Bagheia, Ajmer. 

{ix) Part of an image of Ananta-sayi-Narayana (No. 598 ; size 9"x8J") 
assignable to about 10th century A. D. Vislum is shown reposing on the coils 
of Ananta or fesha naga. The right leg of the god is in Lakshmi’s hand. 
On the upper portion of the slab three demons in the attitude of fighting are 
depicted. It was obtained from Baghera, Ajmer. 

(x) Vishnu (No. 596 ; height 38"). This standhig stone figure is a well- 
executed piece of sculpture assignable to about the 11th century A. D. The 
figme is well-draped and fully ornamented and wears a bejewelled kirita. 
There is a lotus halo behind it.s head. On the left and right upper corners 
of the slab are miniature figures of 8iva and Brahmfi. Of the attributes held 
in the hands of the figure only the mace survive.-s. Obtained from Baghera, 
Ajmer. 

—^xi) Seated Parsvanatha in white stone (No. 020) a.s.signable to the later 
part of the 12th century A. D. The upper portion of this image is broken. 
Obtained from BSghera, Ajmer. 

{xii) An excellently carved pillar (No. 580 ; height 321") with a row of 
KTitimukha.s among various other decorations. Found at Adhai-din-ka- 
jhopra, Ajmer. 

(xiii) Cast of a pre-hi.storic seal with a verv finely represented Brahmani 
bull above which there is a line of pictogiaphic wiiting (Mohenjodaro No. 
B58S). A garland of some kind adorns the neck of the bull. From Mohen- 
jodaro, Sind. 

(xiv) Cast of a steatite Seal (Mohenjodaro No. DK5175 ; size l'4"xl-39") 
depicting a figure seated on a stool in a typically yogir attitude and surrounded 
by such animals as a tiger, elephant, ihinocei’os and buffalo. Some scholars 
see in it the god Siva in his aspect of PiU'ipnti (Lord of Beasts), and date the 
beginning of the wor.ship of Siva from the pre historic period. According to 
them, the Siva cult is the oldest livmg cult in the world. From Mohenjodaro, 
Sind. (Plate I, a). 

(xv) Cast of pre-histori" .^eal, l'0"xl-55 " in size (Mohenjodaro No. 
DK6S47). A female worshipper is shown kneeling before a tree-godde.ss 
standing inside a pipal. In front of them stands a goat-like animal. A row 
of seven females occupies the lower icuLter of this seal. From Mohenjodaro 
Sind. (Plate I, b). 

The photographs of ancient temples, images and other antiquities obtained 
from different sources during the year under report have been displayed in a 
multileaf stand specially designed for their proper exhibition. 
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(B) Inscriptions copied. — A list of inscriptions, copied during the year 
under report, is given at Appendix B. Mention may be made of the following: — - 

{%) An inscription written in the Brahmi characters assignable to the be- 
ginning of the first century B. C. It is engraved on a massive slab originally 
affixed in a well at Ghosundi in Udaipur State. The stone is now deposited 
in the Victoria Hall Museum at Udaipur. It speaks of the erection of a 
“ puja-^ila-prakara ” (enclosure for worship). As this is one of the earliest 
epigraphs of Rajputana, its estampage has been exhibited in the Inscription 
Gallery along with the Barli Inscription of the 5th century B. C. 

(ii) An extremely defaced inscription (circa 10th century A. D.) engraved 
on a pillar lying in a lake at Pisangan, Ajmer. This begins with homage to 
iiditya (Sun-God) and there is mention of Vajapeya and Asvamedha sacrifices. 

A name Vishnuvarman (?) also occurs in this epigraph. 

(Hi) A second inscription engraved on a stone pillar standing in a street 
of Pisangan. This epigraph which is dated Sanivat 1063 ( = 1006 A. D.) 
opens with obeisance to Siva and mentions one Damodara, son of Vishnu. 
Attempts are being made to acquire these two stone pillars for the Rajputana 
Museum, and also to make arrangements to protect the previously discovered 
Pisangan inscription near the Hadela Tank (of the time of the Paramara 
Raghunatha.) 

(iv) An inscription from Biighera, Ajmer, engraved on the pedestal of a 

fragmentary- image of Parsvanatha. It is dated Saturday, the 13th day of the 
bright half of Cliaitra, Samvat 1231 ( = 1174 A. D.) and records the_ adora- 
tion of Parsvanatha by one Dutaka. This image has now been acquired for * 

the Rajputana Museum, 

During the curator’s visit to Baghera, he also came across many other 
inso-iptions (assignable mostly to the ll-13th centuries A. D.) engraved on 
peue.stal« or on the back of jaina figures. Unfortunately these images are 
hou.sed in a Jaina temple and the temple owners object to any impressions being 
taken of the inscriptions. 

(v) A pillar inscription in three lines at Adhai-din-ka-jhopia, Ajmer. 

It is aated the 8th day of the dark half of Jyeshtha, Samvat 1462 ( = 1405 
A. D.) and recoids the name of one Dhaima — a resident of Bundi. This 
epigraph has been noticed in Cunningham’s Archaeological Survey Report, 

VoL II, p. 259- 

(vi) An inscription engraved on the pedestal of an image of Sambhava- 

natha — ^the third tirthankara. It is dated Friday, the 11th day of the dark 
half of Jyeshtha, Samvat 1510 (=1453 A. D.) and records the installation of 
an image of Samhhavanatha which was consecrated by Jinasagarasuri, a dis- 
ciple of Jinachandrasuri belonging to the Kharataragachchha. This image is 
at present in the care of the Chief Minister of Alwar and no information is 
available as to the circumstances of its discovery. 

{vii) An inscription engi-aved on a stone (size 14" x 8|") built into a waU of 
the upper storey of the Mahant’s house at ‘ Eklingji’ in Udaipur State. 

It is dated the 8th day of the bright half of Magha, Samvat 1592 ( = 1536 
A. D.). The corresponding .^ka year 1457 is also engraved. It is recorded 
that the temple was extended by one Xarahaj i of tire Pasupata sect. * 
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{viii) A Persian inscription engraved on a stone slab which is fixed above 
a door of the southern cell of the Badshahi mahal at Pushkar. It is dated 

A. H. 1024 (1615 A. D.) and records the completion of a building by Nuruddin 
Jahangir, son of Akbar the Great. It is also stated that he conquered the Rana 
in the lOth year of his accession to the throne.* A eop 3 ' of this inscription 
has been exhibited in the Museum. 

(ix) copper-plate (size 8 -8" X 3 6") grant from Bhinai, Ajmer, dated 
Samvat 1331 (1274 A. D.). It is recorded that by the orders of Mahiiifija 
Bhagat.simha a giant of five halas of land was made on the occasion of a solar 
eclipse. 

(x) A second coppcr-plato (size 5-3"x3'5") dated the 15th day of the dark 
half of Paubha, Samvat 1712 (1655 A. D.; from Bhinai. Jimer. It records the 
grant of 31 bigJias of land to a Biahman b\' the orders of Maharaja Uda\ bhun. 

(C) Coins. — The Museum’s collection w.i.s cniiched bv the acquisition 
of 2 gold, 22 silver and 11 copper coin.'-' during the _\ear under leview. The 
details of these So new pieces are ci\ er. in the list at Appendix C. Onlv one 
round copper coin from Nagri near Chittorgaih, assignable to circa 2nd century 

B. G., deserves special notice heic. This interesting coin — ’issued by the 8ibi- 
janapada of the Madhyamika country ’ — is the first of its kind acquired for the 
Rajputana Museum. In this much worn specimen, onh’ a cross-like 
symbol on the obverse surrounded by a few Brahmi chaiacters can be de- 
ciphered ; while on the revet .se thei e is a lepiosentation of a pyiamid-shaped 
mountain with a wavj.- river below it. It is known, however, ft cm better 
preserved and clearer specimens that besides thC'C and other symbols on the 
obverse and revet se, the inscription in the B'-alimi ('hariu-tei's mac’ be read as 

Majhamikaya Sibi janapadasa ” i.e., (coin) of the ,8ili janapada in the 
Madh^'amika countrt-. 

(D) Library. — The number of new books, including periodicals, added to 
the Museum Librart' was 87 of whirh a.s man\ as 38 weie leceived as presents 
(i-idc Appendix D). During his annual tour the curator was given some valu- 
able books by various Rajputana States. These include a complete set of 
“ 4Tia Vinod ” piescnted by the Mewar Duibar and Ulwar and its art 
treasures ” piesented bv the Alwar Durbar. In view of the museum’s very 
limited funds, the acquisition of these costly works by purchase would have 
been impossible. 

The increasing use of the Museum Librarj^ by the public has necessitated 
the cla.ssification of books on the card index system. Of late there ha.s been a 
demand for librarj’ book.s. A proposal has, therefore, been put before the 
Working Committee to allow the loan of one book at a time to any bonafide 
scholar residing in Ajmer itself. 

6. Finance. — An account of receipts and expenditure for the j’ear under 
report is given in the Appendix E. In addition to the Government grant of 
Rs. 3,847-0-0, contributions amounting to Rs. 618-5-4 were received from the 
three Municipalities of Ajmer, Beawar and Kekri ; Rs. 240-0-0 from the District 




For trcmsciiption Ajmer Historical and Descriptive, P. 145 may be referred to, 
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Board of Ajmer-Merwara ; and a sum of Rs. 100-0-0 from the Department of 
Archaeology in India for conserving a number of antiquities from Adhai-din- 
ka jhopra — a centrally protected ancient monument. This financial assistance 
is much appreciated.

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ANNUAL REPORT ON THE WORKING OF THE RAJWfANA 
MUSEUnVI, AJMER, FOR THE YEAR ENDING 31st MARCH, 1940. 


1. ^lAiJAOEMKNT. — During the year under report B. J. K. Hallowes, 
Esquire, C.I.E., I.C.S., Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara, held the Office of the 
President of the Working Committee of the Rajputana Museum, Ajmer. 
A meeting of the Committee was held on the 19th September, 1939, for the 
transaction of yearly routine work. 

The Museum was inspected by J. H. S. Waddington, Esquire, Officer 
for Rajputana and Central India Circle of the Archaeological Survey of India. 
He laid particular stress upon correct labelling and proper registration of 
antiquities without which an exhibit loses much of its importance. 

2. Museum activities. — In all the varied activities of the Museum the 
year 1939-40 has been one of steady progress. Attempts were made further 
to develop its different sections by the weeding-out of redundant specimens 
and better placing of interesting exhibits. In the western facade of the central 
building were exhibited a few architectural pieces consi.sting of old pillars, 
finely sculptured door-jamb (Plate III), toranas, amalakas and various other 
ornamental carvings. As there were very few Buddhist antiquities in the 
Rajputana Museum, two interesting stone images of Gautama Buddha were 
acquired from Sarnath, District Benares, and displayed in the north-east 
corner room of the main building. A few bronze images lying very badly 
corroded were chemically treated and made suitable for exhibition. One of 
them (as.signable to about 12th century A.D.) represents a standing image of 
Buddha (Plate V) with the right hand raised in the attitude of offering pro- 
tection {abhaya). In the coin section the punch-marked coins, representing 
the earliest known coinage of India, were chemically treated (Plate IV) and 
re-arranged. The lead coins in the Museum showed signs of gradual decay. 
Therefore, as advised by the Archieological Chemist in India, they were re- 
moved from their wooden cabinet to prevent any further deterioration and 
after necessary treatment were put into a metallic cabinet in which lead 
generally remains unaffected and better preserved. 

With the permission of the Pre.sident of the Working Committee a note 
on the Rajputana Museum was published in some newspapers with a view' to 
stimulate more public interest in this in.Aitution. To encourage the students 
to make better u.se of the Museum for educational purpo.ses as desired by the 
Government, notices regarding it were circulated to the important schools 
and colleges in Ajmer-Merwara. 

3. ViSiTOR-S. — During the year under report His Excellency the Marquess 
of Linlithgow, the •Viceroy and Governor-General of India, was graciously 
pleased to pay a visit to the Museum and the main gate of the Mughal Fort 
(Plate I). The Curator acted as guide telling His Excellency the story of 
Sir Thomas Roe’s visit to Emperor Jahangir, and also took him round the 
most important sections of the Museum which he saw w ith interest. 

The number of visitors to the Museum showed an increase this year 
probably due to the setting apart of every Tuesday specially for students. 
There were 12,014 visitors giving a monthly average of 1.001 against 80Z iast 
year. Among notable visitors mention may be made of Dr Kramrisch of 
the University of Calcutta, Lieuten.ant-Coloncl Sheppard, Jlajor F. J. Edlmann, 
and ^Ir. M. A. Shakur of the Pe.shawar Museum. 
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4. TotTH. — During the year 1939-40, the Curator remained 42 days on 4- 
tour and travelled 1,020 miles by rail and 265 miles by road. The following 
places were visited by him ; — 

In Kdman, Bharatpur State. — Temples of Kamesvara and Kotisvara 
and several old sites close by, Babaji’s Kuya to which are fixed 
numerous old carved stones, Gokul where there is a collection of 
inscriptions and mediaeval sculptures, and the famous Chausat 
Khamba — an interesting old structure consisting of a cloistered 
square surrounding a spacious courtyard ; 

In Bayana, Bharatpur State. — Naroli, Ukha mandir, Ukha masjid, a 
Jain temple containing stone sculptures discovered at Naroli, and 
Jhalar haori ; 

In Ajmer -Merwara . — Bonabai haori near Ajmer ; Dujuda tank, Nad 
and Hadela tank near Pisangan ; Dharmada Kuya and village 
Delwara in Beawar ; and Piplaj Mata to the south-east of Tod- 
garh. 

Under Government orders (vide No. 1054/393-A-37, dated the 29th June, 

1939, from the Secretary to the Hon’ble the Chief Commissioner of Ajmer- 
Morwara) the Curator was deputed to the Central Asian Antiquities Museum, 

New Delhi, for a course of practical training in the proper preservation of the 
museum exhibits. He worked there in the Chemical Laboratory for a period 
of about one month. 

5. Acquisitions. — T he following table shows the number of additions to 
the various sections of the museum as well as to its library ; —

(A) Antiquities. — A complete list of the collection under this section is 
tooluded in Appendix A. About a dozen objects of outstanding interest, 
however, are discussed in detail here 

(i) Stone image of Buddha (height 2' 2" including tenon) of which 
the head is broken ojBF. He is seated cross-legged on a thick 
cushion placed over a seat with moulded legs. His hands are 
held near his chest in the posture of expounding the Law. This 
sculpture may be a.ssigned to the Gupta period on ground of 
style. 

(ii) Sandstone image of Buddha (height 11") seated cross-legged on 
a fuU-blow'n lotus in the attitude of preaching the First Sermon 
(Plate II, a). Behind the figure is represented the back of a 
throne * supported on rampant leogryphs. On base, there are 
traces of the Wheel symbolising the Buddhist Law (“ Dharma- 
chakra ” which Gautama set going in the Deer Park) and the 
five monks (Panchabhadravargiya) who deserted Buddha at 
Gaya but afterwards at Sarnath became the first recipients of 
his doctrine. Six lines of inscription in the characters of the 
10th century A.D. occur at the back side of this image.

Couple under a tree on which is sculptured a figure in meditation 
seated cross-legged on a full-blown lotus. Both the male and 
female figures are sitting in sukhasana and the female holds a 
child by her left hand. There are other children represented 
near the couple. This fine stone-sculpture (Plate II, b) which 
is 8" in height has been acquired from Bayana in the 
Bharatpur State. 

An old shield (Dhal) of hide, 1' 1I|" in diameter (Museum No. AL 
644). It has four metal bosses on black ground for providing 
necessary arrangement on its concave side for the purpose of 
holding it. 

A peculiar kind of sword, 1' 9" in length (Museum No. AL 650)t 
It has on its blade five inset circles probably meant for adminis- 
tering some sort of poison to the wounds caused by it. 

A long gun measuring 7' 8" in length (Mu.seum No. AL 652) 
assignable to about 18tb centurj’ A.D. It was probably used 
in firing at enemies through a peep-hole from behind a fort-wall 
without being seen from outside. 

Portrait of Humayun (Mu.seum No. AL 658) carrying a white 
hawk on his left hand. The Emperor wears a red over- coat 
finely embroidered with gold flowers and leaves. On the ground 
where he stands flowers are delicately painted. This portrait 
is attributed to an artist of Alwar named Bali Ram and may 
be assigned to early 19th century A.D. 

Mughal painting representing Akbar the Great (1556 — 1605 A.D.) 
seated on a golden “ Takht ” wdth infant Salim (Museum 
No. AL 659). A lady stands at the back side of the seated 
Emperor. This painting is assignable to about the 17th cen- 
tury A.D. 

Portrait of Salim (afterwards Jahangir) attributed to a famous 
artist of Alwar named Chhota Lai. In this fine painting (Museum 
No. AL 660) the ^muthfid and handsome appearance of Prince 
Salim has been most skilfully delineated. 

Cast of a bearded statuette wearing ornamented robe on which 
are carved in relief the sacred “ tripatra ” marks. According 
to some scholars this figure represents an ascetic with attention 
towards the tip of his own no.'-e {ndsdgrabaddha drishti). The 
original steatite statuette of the pre-historic age from which 
this cast has been prepared was recovered from excavations at 
Mohenjodaro in Sind. [ 

Terracotta figurine of Mother-Goddess (Mohenjodaro No. C 2668) I 
wearing a peculiar kind of fan-shaped head-dress. It is assign- \ 
able to about the 3rd millennium B.C. 1 

Pottery vase (height 6") with almost pointed base. Its belly is 
deeply scored with line (Mohenjodaro No. L 841). This peculiar 
type of “ scored pottery ” is very frequently met with at Mohen- 
jodaro and other pre-historic sites of India. 

Chert flake (3" long) of peculiar .«hape which was probably used ' 
as a knife in the pre-historic age {Mol:enj.'“>daro No. Hr 3995). j 
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i^v) Arrow-head of copper (Mohenjodaro No. 4968) discovered from 
Xjf the excavation of the pre-historic site at Mohenjodaro. It had 
pointed wing-hke barbs which are now broken. 

(B) Inscriptions copied. — A list of 14 inscriptions copied during the year 
under report is given at Appendix B. Here mention may be made of the 
following : — 

(i) Yupa pillar inscription from Barnala in the Jaipur State, at presen^ 
housed in the Archjeological Office, Jaipur. This epigraph o^ 
one line is engraved on an octagonal sacrificial pillar which is 
21' 3" in height. It records the setting up of a Yupa (sacri- 
ficial pillar) on the 15th day of the bright half of Chaitra, Samvat 
284 (227 A.D.). 

(»») Buddha image inscription from Sarnath. In this epigraph which 
is assignable to about the 10th century A.D. on the palaeo- 
graphic ground, tl:e following Buddhist creed formulse is ins- 
cribed in six lines : — 


“ Y'’e dharmma hetuprabhava hetum tesham tathagato 
hyavadatteshancha yo nirodha evambadi mahaS- 
ramana.” 

“ Of all dispositions proceeding from a cause, the Tathagata 
(i.e., Buddha) has explained the cause, and has explained 
their cessation also. This is the doctrine of the Great 
8ramana, i.e.. the Buddha.” 

The image (Plate II, a) on the back side of which this inscription 
occurs has been acquired for the Rajputana Museum. 


Hi) Persian inscription on the reverse side of a stone slab, at present 
in the possession of the Gosaiji of Kaman. It records that a 
well which was filled up during the governorship of Muhammad 
Haji was re-excavated in the month of Ramzan, A.H. 669 
(1271 A.D.) in the reign of Ghyasuddin Balban (1266 — 1287 
A.D.) as the scarcity of water was causing trouble to people. 
This slab came out in course of the clearance work in a well, 
which is sitijiated about half a mile ou^de.Kaiaanin the Bharat- 
pur State. ‘ 

(if) A copper plate (12|" X 9i") from a temple at Delwara, a village 
near Beawar in Ajmer-Merwara. This land grant is dated 
Thursday, the loth day of the bright half of Kartika, Samvat 
1726. It is stated that on the occasion of a solar eclipse, 
Maharaja Jaswantsimhaji Rathor of Marwar granted 2,000 
bighas of land for the upkeep of a temple in the village of 
Delwara. Maharaja Jaswantsimhaji of this inscription is no 
other than the famous Maharaja Jaswantsimha of Marwar 
reigning from 1638-78 A.D., when the Mughal Emperor Aurang- 
aeb was on the Imperial throne of Delhi. 

(e) Inscription in six Imes engraved on a stone in the western side 
of the Dujuda tank at Nad near Pisangan, Ajmer-Merwara. 
This inscription is dated the 15th day of the bright half of 
Vaisakha, Samvat 1690. In the third line the name of one 
Sujansimha can be read. Probably he is Rathor Sujansimha, 
son of Kesrisimha, the founder of the present Pisangan Rathor 
lamiiy. 
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(C) Coins . — The Museum’s colleetioii of coins was enriched by the addi- 
tion of 7 gold, 34 silver, 53 copper and 7 billon coins during the year under 
review. The details of these 101 new pieces are given in the list at Appendix 
C. Only a set of 17 copper coins of the Kushan kings Kadphises II, Kanishka 
and Huvishka deserves special notice here. These coins were found in a 
village called Arwi, District Bara Banki and the Government of the United 
Provinces, being specially requested on behalf of the Rajputana Museum, 
presented them. As this Museum had a very poor collection of the Kushan 
coins, the acquisition of these 17 important types will be of interest to visitors. 
The reverse side of many of these issues shows an effigy of a deity such as 
Siva, wind-god, sun-god, moon-god, etc., with Indian, Iranian and Greek 
names. It really bears witness to the fact that even inspite of their active 
patronage of Buddhhm, both Kanishka and Huvishka had regard for various 
deities of other pantheons which occur on the reverse side of their coins. 

Another interesting copper coin of Huvishka was acquired from a place 
called Pisangan which is about 20 mile.s to the west of Ajmer city. In this 
coin the Kushan monarch is represented as riding on an elephant to right. 
Wldle on its reverse occurs an efficry of two-armed .Siva standing to left with 
a long trident in his right hand and gourd in the left. As Huvishka’s reign 
terminated about 138 A.D., the is.sue of thi.s|coin, discovered at Pi&angan, can 
be safely assigned to the first half of the 2nd century A.D. 

(D) Library. — The number of new books, including periodicals added to 
the Museum Library was 00 of which as many as 43 were received as presents 
(vide Appendix D). In view of the Museum's very limited fund.s, some authors 
were approached to make free presentation of their publications or to sell 
them at a concessional rate. As there was a good response, a portion of the 
annual allotment for the purchase of books could be saved. 

6. FI^^4^^CE. — An account of receipts and expenditure for the year under 
report is given in Appendix E. In addition to the Government grant of 
Rs. 3,438-4-9 pies, contributions amounting to R.s. 585 were received from the 
three Municipalities of Ajmer, Beawar, and Kekri ; and Rs. 240 from the 
District Board of Ajmer-Mervara. 

7. A thankful acknowledgment of the gift of a number of very interest- 
ing exhibits to the Rajputana Museum by His Highne.ss the Maharaja of 
Alwar and the Director-General of Archajologj’ in India has to be recorded 
here before concluding this Report.
